LITTLE more than a 

month ago, the Weatern 
world was still trying to 
make up its mind about the 
Ofliciu| slogan “Let, 100 
fNowers bloom, Let 100 
schools of thought contend” 
und there were hopes that 
this might indicate that 
Communism In Chine was 
becoming a Iiberat- variety 
in which freedom of thought 
and ‘eriticiem would be

But more realistic commenta- 
tors pointed out that if Mao 
Tse-tung’s speech to the 
Supreme State Conference 
in Peking last February 
were taken at face value, 
liberalisation was not what 
Peking intended, The 
rectification movement, Mao 
indicated, was to strengthen 
the Communist system and 
mike it more efficient in 
carrying out its mission. In 
his specch, Mao anid 
explicitly that Communism 
must uproot all ideas not 
included in Marxism. 


‘RUSSIAN TRICK 


ERHAPS the most in- 
teresting passages in his 
speech were thoso in which 
he recognised that the weak. 
ness of Communism lay in 
the party’s unpopularity be- 
couse pf its bureaucratic 
ways, its exclusiveness and 
its arbitrariness, He in- 
vited the «public to help 
reform the party by 
eritleising it. But the 
object was. not to relax the 
controlling authority of the 
party but to revive it, eo 
that {t would’ control with 
greater thoroughness,
